The smaller of the relief maps—

completed, and the repainting of 
the larger map, showing the battle­ 
field proper, Is nearing completion. 
Tin* larger map, which required two 
years to construct, was started in 
1902 under the direction of the late 
Col. E. B. Copt*, then engineer for 
the 
national 
park. The 
Cavalry 
field map was constructed In 1914. 
The colors on the two maps were 
beginning to fade and In spots the 
wood of which they are constructed 
was showing 
through the 
paint. 
Neither map had been painted for 
19 years. 
The work is being done as an 
emergency conservation work proj­ 
ect. 
The national parks laboratory 
at Fort Hunt is now engaged in con­ 
structing relief maps of all national 
parks in the United States. 
Lauds Construction 
I 
Mr. Partridge said he was ‘ amaz- 
I ed” at the construction of the two 
I relief maps here. 
He said the work 
I required infinite care and study in 
| «*dvance of the actual construction 
the maps which was a feat in 
itself inasmuch as every contour on 
the battlefield is carefully preserv­ 
ed and every building, tree, fe n c e , 
road and object is portrayed. Both 
maps, he said, were put together 
with wooden jags. instead of nails. 
The “hi I Is" were built up with small 
pieces of wood, fastened together 
with wooden pegs, and then sand­ 
papered until smooth.

Dispatches from Sodden, Honan 
province, have not estimated the 
loss of life and vast property de­ 
struction in the current floods but 
reports which have filtered out in­ 
dicate allot lier major calamity.

MOTOR GROUPS 
DEMAND ACTION 


With 37 kilted mid 524 hurt in 933 
highway accidents in Pennsylvania 
caused by glaring or otherwise de­ 
fective lights on motor vehicles dur­ 
ing the first seven months of 1934, 
the Pennsylvania Motor federation, 
AAA, today called on car owners, 
local police and state authorities for 
concerted action in remedying this 
condition. The state motoring body 
explained that these totals cover 
only the accidents reported to the 
state, and do not include tile hun- 
dreds of less serious crashes and the 
many near accidents caused by de­ 
fective lights. 
Reports for the first seven months 
of this year show 362 accidents 
caused by glaring headlights, with 
18 killed and '200 hurt; 55 accidents 
caused by having one light out, with 
I killed and 33 hurt; 243 caused by 
having both headlights out, with 8 
killed and 160 hurt, and 273 due to 
defective tail light, with IO killed 
and 131 hurt. 
Defective Lights 
"Not only are lights defective on 
many vehicles despite the periodical 
inspections, but many motorists are 
driving ahead of their headlights,” 
said S. Edward Gable, president of 
the Pennsylvania Motor federation. 
“Few 
drivers 
realize 
that 
their 
night sjieedz are such that fre­ 
quently they could not stop in twice 
the distance that they first see an 
object ahead. 
This is a mighty 
hazardous practice." 
Mr. Gable said that a survey 
made recently by the American Au­ 
tomobile association shows that in 
a score or more of carefully checked 
demonstrations a pedestrian dressed 
in dark clothing could not be seen 
from 
a 
standing 
automobile 
at 
night at a distance of IOO feet with 
standard headlights. 
Another test 
indicated that if the vehicle were 
moving at a speed of thirty-five 
miles IMT hour there was a reduc­ 
tion of twenty-two per cent in the 
distance at which an object could 
• be discerned. 
The statement continued:— 
"At night tho same road is there 
as in the daytime, and usually there 
is less truffle. 
There are fewer 
things to watch for. But the driver 
cannot adequately see such hazards 
as there are. Sound common sense 
calls for driving speeds more in ac­ 
cord with the driver’s ability to see 
ahead.

Chicago, Sept. 14 (AP).—The d ra ­ 
m atic career of William Lorimer, 
im m igrant boy who rase from the 
city streets to one tim e leadership 
of Illinois republicans, was ended 
suddenly Thursday by death. 
The form er United States senator 
collapsed and died in the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad station. 
He was Ti and had suffered for 
some tim e from a heart ailm ent. 
Lorimer arrived at the term inal 
in m idafternoon from his home in 
Crystal Lake, Illinois. 
He was met 
by his son. Leonard, but the erstwhile 
• Blond Boss” of state politics asked 
him to wait a few* m inutes while he 
went to the rest room. 
Fifteen m in­ 
utes later young Lorimer found his 
father unconscious on 
the floor. 
Shortly afterw ard the elder Lorimer 
was pronounced dead. 
Trials and Trium phs 
Lorim er’s life was marked by trials 
and trium phs. 
For twelve years he i cacj1 
had held a seat in the national 
house of representatives; he had I 
been elected to the senate; he had 
directed the G. O. P. in his adopted 
state a score of years, and he has 
been called the “fath er” of the legis­ 
lation which resulted in the w ater­ 
way 
stretching 
from 
the 
G reat 
Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. 
But his senate seat was declared 
vacant July 13, 1912, after he had 
been accused of obtaining the post 
through fraud and bribery among 
the Illinois legislators who elected 
him. The senate rejected an earlier 
attem pt to unseat him in 1909, 
He returned to Chicago and com ­ 
parative obscurity, only to be pro­ 
jected into an unfavorable lim elight 
a decade later when he was indicted 
and tried for m isappropriation of 
funds of his defunct La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings Bank. Lorimer 
was acquitted, but his partner, W il­ 
liam B.* Munday, served part of a 
prison sentence. 
Later Lorimer ventured to South 
America with a railroad syndicate, 
but eventually returned to Chicago. 
One of the most bitter incidents 
of his life occurred in 1910 at Free­ 
port, Illinois. The Ham ilton club. 
of Chicago, sent a large delegation 
there to welcome former President 
Theodore Roosevelt and invite him 
to

banquet. Roosevelt 
astounded the invitation committee 
by declining to sup at the table with 
Senator Lorimer.
